In facing the Indians, the Tigers witl have to contend with their All-Amen- 
ca candidate runningback Phil Wise. Wise is strong and fast and is a threat 'n 
both the rushing and receiving departments. He leads the conference in tan- 
dem offense which includes both rushing and receiving. 

Another Indian that witl keep the Bengal defense busy this afternoon Is 
quarterback Rocco Gonnelfa.

For; Hays State College grabbed 82 points to take fourth place 
trophy in the first National Association of Intercollegiate Athletics 
All-Sports competition. 

FHS obtained the honor by winning the cross country title and 
placing highly in the indoor outdoor and track category. Accepting 
the trophy on behalf of FHS will be Athletic Director Cade Suran. 

The first place title was won by Eastern Michigan University. 
The Hurons literally ran away from all competition by scoring a total 
of 222 points to second place Eastern New Mexico's 93. 

Michigan gained its huge total by taking first place honors in 
indoor and outdoor track, swimming and diving, and baseball. They 
also placed second in cross country and gymnastics and seventh in 
tennis. 

All competition was sponsored by the NAIA Sports Information 
Director's Association. Points were awarded to those schools who 
finished in the top eight places in the 15 sports which are sponsored 
by the NAIA. 

Eastern New Mexico State accepted second place by placing 
In the top eight in cross country, basketball, outdoor track, and golf. 

Barely ahead of FHS was Eastern Illinois with 85 points. The 
Panthers won the NAIA soccer title and also placed in the top eight 
in cross country and swimming. 

Some 82 schools scored points in the competition. This means 
that one sixth of the NAIA's membership of 510 schools finished in 
the top eight of the 15 national championships.

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'Busch 7 Gross Award To Outstanding Athlete 

The highest honor a Fort Hays State College athlete can win during his tenure here is the Paul (Busch) Gross award, 
FHS's outstanding athlete for the 1969-70 school year will win that award this afternoon. 

The nominee is selected by a committee on the basis of character, leadership, scholarship and athletic achievemenL 

The award is given in honor of the late "Busch" Gross, who devoted a lifetime of service to Fort Hays State College, 
Gross was first an athlete at FHS, then both basketball coach and athletic director at FHS from 1930 until 1946, then con- 
tinued on as athletic director only until his death in 1964, 

Last years winner was Paul Simmons, two-year football and baseball fetterman from Atchison. Simmons set many 
school records and earned a birth on the All-NAIA District ?G football squad in his senior year. He led the defense with 
1 17 tackles at his linebacking spot and led the 1969 baseball squad with 1 1 runs batted in, 

Fred An dr egg took the coveted award in 1968 for his fine basketball ac- 
complishments. He was a native of Hoxie, Kansas. 

In 1967 Robert Johnson, a four-year letterman in football and track, obtained 
the trophy. Johnson is now head track coach and assistant football coach at Con- 
cordia High School. 

Don Lakin, former NAIA All-America track and cross country performer from 
Pawnee Rock accepted the 1966 honor. 

Abilene's Clark Engle was named the 1965 award winner. He was a fou r - 
year football and track letterman and is now General Director of the YMCA 
Garden City. 

Sam McDowell, the highest scoring basketball player ever at FHS, won the 
1964 honor. He Is now practicing veterinary medicine in his hometown of Smith 
Center* 

Another basketball great, Herb Stange, won the Busch Gross award in 1963, 

Stange, who hailed from Sterling, Is now a Mutual Funds salesman in Beloit 

The 1962 presentation of the award was a unique one. Duplicate crowns 
went to Dean Larson of Ada and Kent Bauer of Pawnee Rock. Larson carved his 
fame in basketball and Bauer proved to be one of the best pole vaulters in the 
history of FHS. 

Lyle Wingate, teacher and basketball coach at Shawnee Mission, was the 
1961 recipient for his participation in track and basketball at FHS. 

The 1960 award went to Darrell Hildebrand, now head track coach at North 
Platte, Neb., Junior College. He was a track and football star at FHS. 

Ron Miller was the first recipient of the Busch Gross award. He is now a 
range conservationist at Mission, $,D. His specialty was football and he hailed 
from Elmo.

This year's team consisting of four lettermen and 
nine freshmen has compiled a 2-0 dual meet record 
so far this season. The young squad has also placed 
second in the Wichita Invitational and the Southwest 
Missouri Invitational In the Oklahoma Jamboree, FHS 
finished third behind last year's Big Eight Conference 
champion Kansas University and Oklahoma State Uni- 
versity.

Boehmer's latest accomplishment was 
a seventh place finish at the Southwest Missouri Invi- 
tational which was first for FH5.
